T he tem perature 
in 
G ettysburg 
h as rem ained below freezing since 
Tuesday night, recordings m ade by 
Eh*. Henry Stew art, local w eather ob­ 
server, showed today. 
T he m ercury dropped to 14*4 d e­ 
grees overnight and a t 1:45 o'clock 
th is afternoon had risen to only 31 
degrees, one below freezing. 
Frigid winds helped to add to the 
discom fort of G ettysburgians T ues­ 
day evening and today. 
Some relief 
from the cold has been forecast by 
w eather observers throughout 
the 
sta te for T hursday. 


Relief Forecast 
(By the Associated Pres*) 
T em peratures dipped to near zero 
in m any Pennsylvania com m unities 
today as w eather bureau observers 
forecast quick relief from 
w inter's 
m ost severe w eather, 
directly 
re ­ 
sponsible for at least one death in 
th e state 
As the cold wave drove in from 
th e west, striking first a t the coun­ 
ties bordering the O hio line, the 
m ercury skidded to nine degrees at 
Pittsburgh, wiiere th e reading re ­ 
m ained unchanged for hours.

m ountains and traditional “ice box” 
of the state, had seven above zero 
an d therm om eters were still falling; 
Erie reported IO degrees and Oil City

Across the A lleghenies the cold 
wave w’as being 
felt today after 
Tuesday's contrasting conditions. In 
P hiladelphia, w arm sunshine pushed 
th e tem perature up Tuesday to 52 
degrees. 
It dropped quickly as a 
28-m ile-an-hour wind buffeted the 
district, 
and

H arrisburg had 
h igh winds too th a t 
drove down 
therm om eter 
readings

Low tem peratures Tuesday night 
in eastern Pennsylvania included:

15. T here was no snow, but th e wind 
reached a velocity of m ore th a n 30 
m iles an hour in some sections 
I 
T h roughout the w estern counties 
trav el rem ained hazardous on h ig h ­ 
ways glazed with ice during a sud­ 
den drop of 20 degrees th a t froze 
slush rem aining from a w eek-end 
pelting of snow, sleet and rain. 
S tate highw ay crew s braved the 
biting cold and high w inds, to cinder 
curves and hills 
All roads were re ­ 
ported open. 
T he fatality directly attributable 
to the cold wave w as 56-year-old 
G ust Hout, a veteran W arren county 
woodsman, who collapsed and froze 
to death while struggling through 
snow-covered woods to a lum bering 
cam p near Sheffield.

SEEK COSTER 
BLACKMAILERS 


New York, Dec. 28 (A P)—Police 
continued their search today for 
blackmailers suspected of protecting 
at their own prices the secret of F. 
Donald C olter’s identity as Philip 
Musi ca, arch-swindler of the pre­ 
war era. 
Two men and a woman, accused 
of extorting thousands of dollars 
from the president ot McKesson and 
Robbins. Inc., by preying upon his 
lifelong fear of the exposure that 
finally ruined him, were to be a r­ 
raigned today. 
While the roundup continued, the 
state attorney general's office re­ 
sumed its inquiry into Hie views of 
McKesson and Robbins officials on 
the corporation president’s activi­ 
ties, and their reactions at times 
when their suspicibns were aroused 
Not until the day before he com­ 
m itted 
suicide 
at 
his 
Fairfield, 
Connecticut, mansion was Coster- 
Musica's true character generally 
known. 
Friends, relatives, extor­ 
tioners, all kept their secret well, but 
he died leaving a lam ent that he 
had been blackmailed for years. 
Among those who knew him be­ 
fore he assumed the Coster person­ 
ality, police declared, was Joseph 
Brandino, 61. arrested Tuesday after 
a fight rn which he brandished a 
cuspidor and a pine scantluig. 
Brandino, the police said, was in 
the cheese and olive business 30 
years ago when C oster-Musica was 
engaged in the same trade and was 
sent to prison for bribing customs 
inspectors.

Gregor}' F. Noonan, said Brandino 
and his sister, Mary, 37, were Cos­ 
ier-M usica’s partners in 1920 in tile 
Adelphi Drug company in Brook­ 
lyn, where he started the campaign 
which eventually gave him control 
of the nation’s third largest drug 
concern. 
Both Brandinos were booked on 
federal charge* of using the mails

U. S. TO JOIN IN 
AIR RACE, TRAIN 
20,009 FLIERS 


W ashington,

President Roosevelt’s plans to train 
20.000 civilian aviators a year pro­ 
vided another indication today of 
his 
determ ination 
to 
keep 
the 
United Stages high in the ranks of 
w'orld air powers. 
The program, as disclosed at a 
W hite House press conference and 
by the civil aeronautics authority, 
contem plates experimental training 
of about 300 students in a dozen 
colleges this spring. 
If congress votes sufficient funds, 
the training will be offered at sev­ 
eral hundred colleges and universi­ 
ties in the fall. 
Mr Roosevelt esti­ 
m ated it would cost $9,800,000 for 
a year's schooling for 20,000 pilots. 
The cream of the new fliers, under 
tentative plans, would find oppor­ 
tunities for m ilitary careers in the 
expanded arm y and navy air forces. 
“Only by such an approach.” said 
the civil aeronautics authority, “can 
the United States adequately safe­ 
guard itself against the vast aerial 
m ilitarization programs now being 
pressed with fanatic zeal by foreign 
powers.” 
The pilot training project was the 
first of the President’s far-reaching 
re-arm am ent plans to be made pub­ 
lic in detail. 
Steps already have bepn taken for 
a parallel training of aviation me­ 
chanics. Some m ilitary officials feel 
mechanics are even more im mediate­ 
ly essential for a greatly expanded 
American air force such as Mr. 
Roosevelt is believed to be ready to 
propose to congress. 
In general, the civil aeronautics 
authority is to direct the training 
of pilots, and the National Youth 
adm inistration the schooling of me­ 
chanics.

MUMMERS WILL 
FROLIC IN 60TK 
PARADE MONDAY 


Philadelphia, 
Dec. 
28 
(AP).— 
Philadelphia Mummers will frolic 
and dance next Monday in their 60th 
annual parade—the Quaker City’s 
most hilarious New Year’s festival— 
but the persons working hardest on 
preparations will see the show from 
the sidelines, if at all. 
They're the wives, mothers and 
sweethearts upon whom falls the 
task 
of fashioning the grotesque 
costumes in which the Mummers 
cavort through the streets. They’re 
laboring overtime these days, but 
when the big event arrives they’ll 
be in the background because no 
women participate. 
New importance is attached to the 
colorful parade this year by three 
days of festival which have been de­ 
creed by the city. 
Thousands will 
join in the march and prizes will 
total $25,000. 
The Mummers first were known as 
the 
“New 
Year 
Shooters” 
from 
young celebrants in old Philadelphia 
who fired small arms to greet the 
new year and summon out their 
friends. 
Their grotesque costumes 
which resembled those used in the 
old English "Mummers plays," gave 
them their name. 
But the shooting was frowned 
upon and clubs were formed by the 
new years greeters. 
At first they paraded separately. 
Then, in 1901, prizes offered by city 
council brought them all into one 
parade. 
Now as many as 18.000 participate 
in the carnival, and as much as 30,- 
000 has been offered as prizes, 
* 
The parade is not a spontaneous 
affair. 
It is in the minds of the j 
clubmen nearly every day of the 
year. 
In December the rivalry between 
the clubs reaches a climax. 
Each 
club vies to obtain the first license to 
march in the parade. Plans are kept 
secret until the last minute. 


F.D.R. STUDIES 
RELIEF ROARD 
COUNTY PLAN 


Washington,

(AP) 
— 
President Roosevelt was reported 
today to be considering creation of 
non-partisan county boards to act 
on complaints of “politics in relief." 
A well-informed person said that 
although details have not been com­ 
pletely worked out, the President 
might endorse such a system to 
meet criticism directed at W.P.A. 
during the recent election campaign. 
This became known while the 
senate campaign expenditures com­ 
mittee was working at top speed to 
get its recommendations ready for 
the opening of congress next week. 
The committee investigated charges 
that W P A. funds were used to in­ 
fluence the results of various pri­ 
mary and general elections. 
A person in close touch with the 
White House said that what the 
President had in mind was appoint­ 
ment of men in each county in the 
United States to sift complaints of 
discrimination. 
They would serve 
without pay. 
Any relief worker who thought he 
had been denied equal treatment 
could appeal to the county board, 
which would pass on the justice of 
his case and take any appropriate 
action. 
The President was represented as 
feeling that details should be worked 
out by congress. 
It was understood 
that the plan would not contem­ 
plate shifting to the counties the 
responsibility for actual administra­ 
tion of relief funds, which would 
remain under the federal govern­ 
ment. 
Returning members of congress 
also have advanced several sugges­ 
tions for preventing political use of 
relief funds. 
Senator Hatch (D-NM.) endorsed 
a proposal by Senator Byrnes (D- 
S.Cj to prevent members of con­ 
gress from helping to obtain ap­ 
proval for any W.P.A. or P.W A. pro­ 
ject. 
Hatch said he would like to 
go further and prohibit congressmen 


from endorsing candidates for jobs 
with relief agencies. 
He said he again would propose 
legislation 
to 
prohibit 
political 
activity by federal employes and to 
prohibit intimidation or coercion of 
1 relief workers., 
While the relief set-up occupied 
I the attention of many legislators, 
senate and house leaders arranged 
a series of White House calls to help 
j President Roosevelt put finishing 
touches on his message to congress, 
to be delivered in person January 4 
Rep. 
Rayburn 
(D-Tex), 
house 
majority leader, planned to talk 
with the President during the day. 
Senator Barkley, of Kentucky, demo- 
i cratic leader, will see him in the 
next day or so, and Speaker Bank- 
I head probably will go to the W hite# 
House before the .session starts. 
Mr. Roosevelt is expected to em­ 
phasize in his message international 
affairs and refer in broad outline to 
such problems as agriculture, labor 
j relations, taxes and government re­ 
organization. 
He will transm it one 
special message on next year’s bud­ 
get and another on the need for a 
(.supplemental relief appropriation.
